REMARKS 

U.S. Patent No. 5,900,747 to Brauns is equivalent to the German patent discussed as 
prior art on page 2 of the translation of the specification. 

As acknowledged by the Examiner, Brauns does not disclose any adjustability for the 
reactances. In accordance with this invention, as described in the Abstract, this adjustability is 
responsible for minimizing variations in the output signal during changes in ambient temperature. 
Brauns is not concerned, nor motivated to deal, with compensating for temperature changes.
